Fernie, B.C. 


The trout season has opened and 
the modern angler will once again 
tell his tall stories, However the stu- 
dent of fossil fishes also obtains oc- 
Ccasional ‘‘whoppers”. Recently the 
Geological Survey of Canada sent to 
Dr. L. 8S. Russell, of the Royal On- 
tario Museum of Palaeontology a por- 
tion of a fossil fish that was, when 
complete, about 5 feet in length.

By definite action at a relatively 
small cost the large loss due to 
warble damage could be virtually 
abolished in a few years.

It is never too late, at least until 
late June in most parts of Canada, 
to start a garden. With favorable | 
weather or the use of a hose there is | 
plenty of growth still ahead.

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minis- 
ter of labor, announced today that 
the arrangements which have been 
in effect between the United States 
and Canada for the exchange of 
harvesting units between the prai- 
rie provinces and the grain grow- 
ing States will be continued during 
the 1947 season. 

From advance information re- 
ceived from the United States farm 
labor authorities, it appears likely 
that the number of Canadian har- 
vesting outfits required in the 
United States during 1947 will be 
the same or slightly less than last 
year when some sixty went from 
Manitoba, 360 from Saskatchewan 
and forty from Alberta. 


It is expected that 
movement of outfits will begin 
around the 25th of May. These 
outfits will be returning in time for 
the Canadian harvest, not later 
than Sept. 1. They will be accom- 
panied on their return by opera- 
tors from the United States. 


Interest has increased, the min- 
ister stated, in this exchange of 
fharvesting outfits during the last 
few years.
